VVhere now the Li/c, affirmeth, that So, linge in the fittshe had

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Maior fhou!d haue called him, did vpon good deliberatien(forfooth) 
change his mynde, and accordinge thereto the fite beinge ended, 
fay to the Commutlioners that be had not it is vntrue, tor 
then be affirmed the contrary, that h: had aifjembled, as the Commi 
ffoners with fundry others can teftify: And if So. did fay to the Com 
mitioners, that he had not diffimbled which I doe notremember, it 
was a‘ter he was fent for the iecond time, and vpon the fearefull vex- 
ation he then indured thick and threetoulie by Sathan which helpeth 
not the Difc, at all: for notwithftanding that were fo, yet this that So,

He that. aduile 
ly confidereth of their depofitions, will finde that they haue. depoled 
materially againft counterfeyting, and fo much as the worlde isnot, a- 
ble to anfwer, much lefle the Dj/e..with all the helpe he‘hath from his 
miferable fhiftings, wreaftings ‘and ‘re- examynations. ‘Againe 
were any omytted, Which coulde more materially and fully 
this {uppofed counterfeyting, then doth this caufe and worke of Gos 
fufteyne the more loffe, and isto the D:/c more aduantage: be 
welltherefore haue helde a peace and contented himfelfe with, that 


which is already depofed. But in all.likelihood he would heere-vpon 


erfwade his reader, that the things depofed are of no momentat all, 
ut eafily auoyded and wypeéd away, with awett finger. But alas this 


is harder for him then he ymagineth: It is beyond the comprrle ofall 


his learning and wit, as may appearé by that which he hath done . 
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dy: for hauing heerein labored what he can by fuch®countenanceand 
authority as he could poffibly procure, yea and prefied euery thinge 
to the vttermoft, yet in the ende after all his fweating, canualing and 
adoo, hath he proued tuft nothing in the accovnt of any man of wif
